The Democracy
even of Ohio have is no manner made them-
gelves responsible for Mr. Pendleton’s plan
of repudiation by iufiation, and no journsl has
been more decided in its condemnpation than
our contemporary, the World. On the other
hand, the eutire Republican press has taken
gronnd against the proposal of General Butler
to pay off the bonds with paper instead of
gold. Of his argument, that the promise of
the Government is to pay with greenbacks,
not gold, we have seefi but a solitary sup-
rter, and he a writer iu the oracle of Mr.
Verdell Phillips. The entire Republican
party, rad'cal and moderate, holds the view to

inspire unbounded confidence in the good
fafth of the Hepublic towards its ereditors.

Let us go on mesting every obliga-
tion as it arises with the most perfect faith,
but anticipating nothing, whether in the
shape of trouble or dubt. The real ohject to
be attained Is the gimplification and reduction
pf taxes whichenow oppress industry and
trade, If this be atlended to promptly and
well, we may safoly dienifss all chre as to the
ubility of the country to sustain its debt, und
to discharge it honorably whenever it be-
comen due.
